And thefe Reafons, wljich 
hope are dear in themfelves, are coafirm'd by 
infallible Experienec^ It beinj evident-irom Rift, 
that all our prindp^ tkainaticfe Poets and Playi 
»shave beenform'd while our theatres were 
under the Lord Chamberlain's Reguktioni and 
that both Writing and AiSing have gradijiilly 
^'n pfK Cnce the Players haye pretendt«d tp 
pelade him from his Jutifdiftion over th^i. 
And, my Lord, 'tis a melancholy thing to cob- 
fider, that thete is not at prefent mGrtat Bti^ 
toi'ai one promifin£ Genius, or promiQng Aftprj 
gr&wing up for the Stage.
